Commission postpones 
wetlands decisions

Two Wetland Protection Act 
hearings held last Wednesday were 
continued to January, one at the 
request of the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission and one 
at the request of the applicant 

An application on the Chestnut 
Estates II subdivision was almost 
denied because of incomplete 
information and the late appearance 
of engineer Ken Miller. The 
hearing, which was on wetland 
filling for roads and single family 
homes, was delayed a half hour as 
approximately 30 neighbors waited 
for it to get underway. 

Several problems arose when the 
hearing finally began. Answers to 
questions on such issues as 
hydrological calculations and 
resource areas had not been 
forwarded to the commission be: 
forehand as was requested. Miller 
answered a few questions Wednes. 
day but claimed he needed more 
time to complete them to the 
board's satisfaction. Commission 
members said one area they would 
like to review more closely was the 
engineer's replication plans. 

Another problem arose over 
revisions in the original plan 
Though Miller had filed the 
original plan with the commission, 
members said it was difficult to 
understand what changes had been 
made unless they had a copy of the 


revised plan or a new set of 
calculations. 

Neighbors present expressed 
concerns about drainage and impact 
on the adjacent Middlesex Canal. 
Chairman Chester Bruce assured 
residents the commission would 
make sure there was no erosion to 
the canal. Tom Roussell said 
according to the plan he saw no 
increase from groundwater and 
there would be no problem unless 
runoff isn’t properly controlled 

The hearing was continued for 
the second time to Janaury 6. 

Proponents of a 142 bed nursing 
home known as Treetops asked that 
the hearing be continued to a later 
date. The hearing was on an ap: 
Plication to fill 2,170 square feet of 
wetlands, to alter 3,000 square feet 
of wetlands on a temporary basis, 
and to work within the buffer zon 

Engineer Warren Terrell spoke 
on behalf of the applicant North- 
gate Healthcare. He said he met 
several times with Administrator 
Libby Sabounjian and, as a result, 
reduced the amount of wetland 
filling and redesigned part of the 
plan. 

The continuation, he added, 
would allow proponents to provide 
a definitive wetland replication 
plan for the project and to reduce 
elevation height under the 100 year 
flood condition. The commission 
agreed to continue to January 20.

important,” Addler cried. 
"Unfortunately, the standards for 
kids’ fashions are set in warm, 
pleasant places like Tempe and San 
Diego.

I laughed and shook my head

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Pets and children -- an 
influential relationship 


Most people have pets at one time 
or another in their lives. I was one 
of the lucky ones who was allowed 
to have and maintain a great variety 
of pets, both wild and domestic. I 
grew up in a rural area and had the 
chance to experience the advantages 
of nature first hand, in a way that 
only a child can. I was allowed to 
climb trees, swim in the Shawsheen 
River, and get muddy while 
exploring the many swamps that 
surrounded my childhood home. 
Tike Tom Sawyer, I often had 
frogs in my pockets and would 
adopt wounded or abandoned 
animals as my pets, 

I never thought why having pets 
was important to me or what the 
long range benefits could be, I 
always had a friend who I cared for 
and who in turned cared for me. I 
never had to worry about who I 
was going to play with because I 
always had a pet that I could play 
with. In giving them the attention 
they needed I was rewarded with 
the love that I needed to feel. 1 
could get a wag of the tail, a chirp 
or meow, or a lick of the face, but I 
felt loved. 

Animals have always had a 
calming effect on me as they seem 
to have on everyone, young and old 
alike. | work in a chronic care 
facility and in a rare moment have 
the opportunity to see the smiles of 
my patients faces when a pet is 
brought into the hospital, An 
animal has put a smile on the face of 
a patient who has psychological 
problems and has been abusive. 

Many nursing homes are bringing 
pets into the limelight in an attempt 
to produce a more co-operative 
attitude between patients and staff 
There is a lessening of tension in 
the hospital atmosphere and 
everyone gets along better. Many 
schools are now bringing in pets to 
create an atmosphere of teaching 
and caring within the animal world 
Why? 

I never thought of a reason for 
animals being in the class until | hud 
a conference with the teacher of 
one of my children. The teacher 
asked, "Do you have pets at home? 
I was curious as to why she would 
ask this question until she said, 
“Children who cared for pets at 


home seem to do better 
academically than children who had 
no pets.” 


With this in mind I asked two 
co-workers if they felt there was a 
connection between a child having 
to care for a pet and the grades they 
received. They also had not 
previously placed a connection but 
when they thought about it, both 
had said their children had pets and 
went on to college level educations 
An article which appeared in the 
national news recently cited a study 
done at the university in 
Bloomsburg, Pa.; it says that, 
"College students who had dogs as 
children have a stronger sense of 
self worth.” The article also said 
that "Women who grew up with 
pets also became more self reliant 
and flexible. 

I found myself wondering how 
having pets could affect a child's 
attitude toward education and self 
responsibility and if in fact there 
could be a connection, If the proper 
research was done into the 
background of juvenile offenders 
the findings will show poor grades 
and responsible attitudes but there 
will be little or no caring for pets 
“A child may benefit greatly from 
sharing in the care of the pet - but 
the responsibility for the pet's 
survival must remain with the 
adult.” 
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In teaching a child to be 
responsible for a pet, a parent can 
teach a child to be responsible for 
himself. My own rule of thumb for 
my children in the care of their pets 
is that if the pets don't get the care 
they deserve, they might die or we 
will get rid of the pets. I do help 
with the care of the pets and 
sometimes have to remind them but 
the basic decision is their own, I 
attempt to let my children make 
their own decisions about every- 
thing they do, Their grades in 
school reflects the effort they put 
in, and they will only be 
reprimanded if they aren't trying. 

My son is an eighth grade 
“honors” student who is (within 
reason) allowed to go anywhere he 
wants. If he says he is going to one 
place and decides to go somewhere 
else when he gets to his destination 
he will call and let us know of his 
decision, He doesn't like to hang 
around with the kids who are 
knowa to get in trouble and as yet 
has not given us a disciplinary 
problem. My 10-year-old daughter 
is an honor roll student who 
constantly tries to improve her 
grades, she is also the one who will 
be in charge of caring for a new pet 
whose disposition is nasty. She can 
charm the devil out of most any 
animal. 

My seven-year-old is. the 
youngest and as a result is left out 
of things by the older two. She is 
headstrong but quite intelligent and 
because of being ignored has 
developed a low self-esteem 


resulting in her repeating the first 
grade. Her teacher said that she 
needed to be more responsible in 
the time she takes to complete her 
school work, 1 got her two 


parakeets to care for and in two 
weeks time there was a slight 
improvement in her atitude toward 
her school work 

In caring for their pets, each child 
has to depend on the other for help. 
This requires a degree of 
co-operation between them, The 
youngest has to ask her brother to 
please” get the birds down and the 
older two have worked out a system 
of feeding and watering the rabbits, 
‘This has worked out well because it 
creates an interdependence in each 
other which adds to the feeling that 


they are each, the other's best 
friend 

| wanted to know how my 
seven-year-old felt about having 
her own pets to care for and she 
replied, "I like it, It makes me 
happy. It makes me feel like a 
grownup.” My personal fe 
that a person needs ta feel good 
about themselves in order to be a 


mentally healthy and well adjusted 
person, one way to accomplish this 
is to cure for a pet 

In encouraging my children to 
read about the care of their pets I 
have encouraged independent 
reading about a subject they enjoy 
It is not unusual to see my children 
reading instead of watching 
television, | have given them a basis 
for wanting to learn on their own 
and to be caring about themselves 
and others, They have all gotten 
good grades and a willing nature 
with regard to playing with 
handicapped children they come in 
contact with. They are not afraid 
they will catch a disease from a 
handicapped child and are taught to 
be realistic in their views of life and 
death

Wetlands hearing 
continued

A wetlands hearing Wednesday 
on Shawsheen Rivef Estates was 
continued until January 6, when 
Conservation Commission mem 
bers hope to have more informa 
tion to help write an Order of 
Conditions on the 384-unit 
condominium development 

Proponents said a total 4,560 
square feet of wetlands will either 
be filled or altered on the Hopkins 
Street site, most on Third Avenue 
and in a proposed sewer easement 
into the project 

Drainage appeared to be the main 
concern of the commission. Engi 
neer Erich Nitzsche, of Robert 
Anderson Inc., said there will be 
three detention-retention ponds in 
three corners of the site to hold 
water before it’s released, Some of 
the water will drain into the 
Shawsheen River, said Nitzsche, 
causing administrator Libby 
Sabounjian to say that a discharge 
permit may be required by the 
state 

Though there was some dialogue 
back and forth on a date for 
continuation, Sabounjian recom 


mended the hearing be continued 
for two main reasons, She said she 
wanted the commission to hire 
consulting engineers Fay, Spof. 
ford, and Thorndike to review the 
plan and drainage calculations. She 
said she also wanted to see a copy of 
the draft Environmental Impact 

Report that developer Jay Tighe 
said would be complete by the end 
of December. Commission mem 
bers were in agreement 

Though it was close to 11 p.m 
when the hearing finally got 
underway, several abutters stayed 
and asked questions on water 
runoff and impact of the dense 
project on their property and the 
Shawsheen River. It was noted if 
any substantial change is made in 
the project's size and design 
proponents would have to come 
before the commission with a new 
plan, 

After the January 6 continued 
hearing, the commission will have 
21 days to issue an Order of 
Conditions to spell out specific 
concerns of the board.

residents to test their own homes at 
a total cost of $15 for basement and 
living space tests. Usually, one test 
alone costs $15. 

Homeowners who are interested 
will be given a kit to do their own 
test and will be asked to mail any 
findings to a designated laboratory 
They will also be asked to fill out a 
confidential questionnaire. Both the 
tests and the results, which will be 
mailed back, will be kept strictly 
confidential, said Erickson, because 
of the possible effect on real estate 


values 
Radon can be a problem in 
airtight homes with a lack of 
ventilation and is most often found 
in older homes with cracks in the 
basement foundation. The source of 
radon is uranium which, when it 
decays, allows radon to seep out 
Erickson explained the dangerous 
part is when radon dust gets into the 
lungs because it can lead to cancer 
on the lung surface. Since there are 


as yet no state regulations covering 
radon, added Erickson, this testing 
could be looked on as a public 
awareness program. 

Other towns have asked to 
participate in the testing program 
with Wilmington. They include 
such surrounding towns as 
Reading, Andover, Chelmsford, 
Bedford, Billerica, and 
Winchester. 

Some radon testing has already 
been done in Wilmington public 
buildings. A few structures have 
been found to have traces of radon 
Chairman James Ficociello said 


_ he'd like to see all town schools 


tested, too, as a precaution. He 
added if pockets of radon are 
discovered in one particular part of 
town, the board should feel obli 
gated to notify neighbors so they 
can have their homes tested too 
This is a cumulative type thing 
(and) it's a very easily rectified 
problem,” Ficociello maintained.

Chairman Bruce MacDonald of 
the Wilmington Board of Appeals 
asked that Atty. John Callan request 
@ postponment of a hearing for 
Third Avenue Tuesday evening, 
Dec. 8 but seven Dorchester Ave- 
nue residents did get in a few words 
about conditions in the neighbor- 
hood of that street, before the 
Postponement took effect, 

The hearing, in the Wilmington

said he felt with other construction 
in town and the uncertainty of the 
Burlington Avenue Bridge project, 
the whole proposal was “a little bit 
premature.” 

His wife Maureen presented a 
petition signed by 67 of her 
neighbors who felt the wider 
bridge would add to traffic woes 
and safety problems from speeding 
cars and trucks and poor visibility 
at the Main Street intersection. 

Dolores Grasso was one of the 
more outspoken of the neighbors. 
Grasso, who is legally blind, felt 
there should be a better plan to 
allow residents to walk safely in the 
neighoorhood. She called on town 
and state officials to work together 
to enforce the 25 mph speed limit in 
the vicinity and install traffic lights 
to make it easier to cross Main 


Street. 

"You just don't know what's 
going to happen to you tomorrow. 
If a walk down the street is going to 
help me want to live, I'd like to do 
that,” she said, 

Donald Madeiros, DPW Bridge 
Replacement Engineer, repeated 
several times that the local 
government is responsible for such 
things as enforcing speed limits and 
closing streets to through traffic 
during certain hours. With the new 
design, he added, the DPW hopes to 
minimize impact on the main 
intersection. 

Several abutters pushed for a 
grade crossing instead of a bridge 
or closing the bridge altogether.

"The Night Lives On" was 
written by Walter Lord. It tells of 
the loss of the Titanic. Recently it 
has been re-issued, in what is 
known as the Jove edition 
published in 1987, but before the 
recent T. V. story.

"I thnk that it was very 
appropriate that we put Time in the 
time capsule.” 

Bond has been in charge of the 
time capsules since the bank first 
started them back in 1983. The first 
capsule was placed in their Drum 
Hill office in Chelmsford. Since 
then, capsules have been placed in 
First Bank offices in Billerica, 
Reiss Avenue in Lowell, and 600 
Clark Rd. in Tewksbury. "We came 
up with the idea one day when we 
were looking for some unique 
event to commemorate the opening 
dates of each of our branches,” said 
Bond.

My stepson Jonathen Woodman 
joined my brother Kevin and I over 
the deer season weekend, for a trip 
to the woods outside Barre, Mass. 
And while the deer were nowhere 
to be seen, at least we had fun.

After all, I've been lost more 
times than I can remember, Until a 
few, years ago, in fact, getting lost 
was an annual ritual, sort of like 
wearing hunter orange and waking 
up at 3:30 a.m, -- it was just part of 
hunting. No biggie. 

Well, | headed back to the car just 
as the twilight was fading, I knew 
the land was surrounded by roads, 
and the stream was impassible, so 
he couldn't get very lost, just 
slightly'lost. I've done both 

There are varying degrees of 
“Jost in the woods,” by the way, 
ranging from "Um, did | park 
behind that hill or this one?” up to 
and including “Good God, | must 
be in Canada by now!" 

Well, it seems Jon was never lost 
at all, He said he'd stumbled upon a 
logging road and just followed it 
further than he should have. When 
I made it back to the car, there was 
young Jon, sitting on the hillside, 
asking if I'd seen any deer. 

(Read; "Whew!" on my part.) 

Only my brother Kevin had seen 
anything, and that was three does at 
long range. After four years with- 
out even seeing a deer, let alone 
taking a shot, Kevin was happy. 

But it was on the drive home that 
Jon related what happened.And 
that's also when I learned a new 
kind of proud. 

Once he decided we weren't 
anywhere nearby, Jon said he took 
a stand beside a clearing and just 
sat.

The screaming stress of modern 
life slowly fades away as you listen 
to the wind in the trees, until you 
find yourself seeing more, hearing 
more and even your sense of smell 
starts to improve. After a while, 
you can almost feel the earth slowly 
tuming underfoot, and the move- 
ment of the sun becomes apparent. 

So don't chastise hunters until 
you've tried the sport. Sure, it's a

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They first hired preacners by 
the quarter 

‘They later had to deal with 
issues like hard cash, old tenor, 
and a profane violincello, 

One minister noted in his 
diary that the family servant 
was “to tarry with us another 
year. I am to give her 13 pounds, 
six shillings, eight pence and 
the smallpox.” 

And in pre-Parish history, 
well before all these, you might 
have been smoked long before 
crossing the great river — at the 
distant, southmost limit of the 
mother town. 

Today when you cross the 
North Reading border you come 
first to the welcome. 

It is set on a sign by a stream 
along Haverhill Street, among 
cattall, evergreen and birch. 

In the near distance on a low 
rise, a handsome, ancient white 
farmhouse stands, 

Except for the rush of traffic 
and the tarmac — you might be 
back a century or two, steeped 
in deep beauty: a serene and 
pastoral time and place out of 
North Reading's history 

Yet it may be that at the time 
of North Reading's establish- 
ment as a separate parish 
things were, if anything, a little 
too sanguine and serene in the 
minds of the settlers. 

They were certainly naive 
about the going rate for 
ministers. 

In 1713, freshly severed as a 
parish distinct from the mother 
community of Reading to the 
south, North Reading's 48 or so 
families had a real need fot a 
clergyman, to avoid a long trek 
to distant meeting houses for 
sabbath and town meeting. 

At the new precinct's first 

meeting, held in late November, 

the men of North Reading voted 
¢ 35 pounds for the support of a 
$ minister, 

It wasn't enough. 
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Taking a look 


They aaaed lands, building 
and manure. 

But it still wasn’t enough to 
entice a divine to settle per- 
manently beyond the great 
(Ipswich) river. 

And the North Parish farmers 
had other knotty issues to 
resolve: 

In April of 1714 enough voters 
dissented to defeat the question 
of erecting ‘body setts’’ for the 
proposed meeting house — 
though they agreed to hire a Mr. 
Allin to preach by the quarter. A 
year later the parish voted to 
erect the seats, but not a pulpit. 

In June, they voted “to give 
Mr. Allin twelve acres of land if 
Mr. Allin be our minister. Voted 
to make up the twelve acres of 
land a hundred pounds in 
building and manuring, the 
land." 

Mr. Allin declined the offer. 

By 1716, the parish had hired 
a Mr. Door to “supply the 
pulpit,"’ North Reading 
historian Samuel LePage 
writes, and this time the parish 
made a more attractive offer 
twenty acres of land, one 
hundred pounds in building and 
manuring. 

Again the offer was refused, 
and the pulipt continued to be 
“supplied” by the week or by 
short periods. 

Finally, LePage reports, the 
year 1718 saw an end to the 
short-term supplying of the 
pulpit and North Reading had 
its first permanent pastor: the 
Rev. Daniel Putnam, perhaps 
swayed by an uncle who lived in 
the parish, accepted an offer of 
20 acres, “four of which the 
parish would break, and a house 
28 by 19 feet, with a 15-foot stud, 
if Mr. Putnam would find the 
nails and the glass for the 
building. The annual salary was 
to be 15 cords of wood and 66 
pounds ... hard money."” 

Ten years after Putnam's 
ordination, LePage continues, 
“there began an era of rising

prices which, put in reverse, 
Meant an era of depreciated 
currency ... After a time there 
was a new issue of currency and 
the Parish was bedeviled with 
new and old tenor money 

“At the time of the completion 
of the second meeting-house 
there is this recorded item, 
‘voted Andrew Beard, one 
hundred pounds, old tenor, for 
the hardness of his bargain in 
building the meeting-house’ 
As it happened the hundred 
pounds, old tenor, was not worth 
much at the time.” 

LePage's small work “A 
History of North Reading," 
published in 1944 for the ter 
centenary celebration of the 
town of Reading (comprising 
present-day Wakefield 
Reading and North Reading) 
provides a curious combination 
of moral and social lamentation 
with a heavy emphasis on the 
town's ecclesiastical history 

“It is difficult,” he writes, ‘to 
get a full-length picture of life in 
the North Parish of early 
Reading. There is, it is true, a 
full set of Parish records, but 
these give only incidentally a 
notion of what must have 
existed. Reading the laws and 
decrees of the General Court 
then by piecing out what is 
known to have existed in other 
towns, one is enabled to arrive 
at some ... conclusions. 

“Off hand, one would say that 
the inhabitants of the Colonial 
days were stern disciplinarians. 
They had to be, for in those 
primitive days it was necessary 
to keep human nature in 
check. 

“In 1671 Thomas Clark was 
fined for allowing disorderly 
persons in his house at an un. 
seasonable time of night 
‘Sylvester Hay and Eliza 
Browne for wanton dalliance 
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So 


Jim Rouillard 
were whipt.’ Undoubtedly th 
were making love on the way 
home. Such things ought to be 
regulated, for there was no 
social intercourse except at the 
Sunday service and at the 
Parish or town meeting, and no 
one knew how far such matters 
might go, in these wild and 
primitive times. 

“Those old laws regulating 
family relationships seem 
quaint to us. When the law said 
that a man should not marry his 
wife’s grandmother or his 
wife's granddaughter we 
wonder what kind of people our 
ancestors were 

“Then when the law of 
morality was violated it was 
thought best to keep, not only 
the offenders, but people 
generally, reminded of the 
moral law. The letter ‘A’ worn 
on the arm, or on the back 
served to remind all passersby 
that they are never far from 
transgression. How else would 
such matters have been handled 
and an orderly society 
preserved? " 

In time, LePage moves to 
relatively lighter matters: 

“The early families were 
large, but it was not long before 
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the number of children in the 
homes began to decrease. The 
original John Upton had 14 
children. The second generation 
never went beyond ten, while 
the third generation was 
reduced to about six for an 
average ... Once in a while there 
were exceptions, but the rule 
was that as infant mortality 
decreased the number 
decreased 

“Occasionally there was a 
virile (sic) widow who reached 
the ripe old age of ninety, but 
for the most part the residents 
of the North Parish died much 
younger.”” 


Reading's history 


The issue of death, of course, 
provides an appropriate means 
now to detail the smoking at the 
border. The minister who had 
noted in his diary of 1778 that he 
was to give his servant Betty 
“the smallpox” was, of course, 
referring to inoculation against 
the disease. 

Yet not everyone was con- 
vinced that vaccination was 
proper. During an epidemic \ 
1692, the town of Reading vot

“Somehow” but definitely 
planned. ‘‘There was a lull,” 
she says, ‘‘and we were trying 
to decide on a nice Chanukah 
present for the family when we 
Saw a picture of a Korean girl in 
an adoption magazine.” She 
was already spoken for when 
Freeman “happened” to call 
the agency and get put on a list, 
after which Rachel appeared, at 
the age of nine. 

“Of course, it all depends on 
the kids but Rachel is a perfect 
example of why older kids can 
adapt just as well to a family as 
babies,” she says. “So you send 
them to school with a picture of 
a toilet in case they have to go to 
the bathroom. She learned to 
read in a very short time. It's 
just three years later, and she’s 
reading in the top sixth grade 
reading group; and she just got 
an A- on an oral report on 
Egypt. She thinks she's 
forgotten her Korean — but then 
again, she's learning Hebrew.” 

The enthusiasm and hard 


work that Freeman puts into 
mothering are apparent in her 
every endeavor. As a member 
of Temple Emmanuel, she has 
worked on its school, 
curriculum and social action 
committees. As co-founder of 
the “No Name Adoption 
Group,” a support group for 
local adoptive families, she has 
finally reached the point where 
other people do the publicity, 
plan the events, and make the 
coffee — although she was seen 
during this year's annual 
potluck at Wakefield's 
Unitarian Universalist church 
supervising the kids’ crafts. 
She's also in her second term of 
office as a trustee of the 
Wakefield Public Library 


You don't have to ask her how 
she feels about the United Farm 
Workers’ (UFW) grape boycott 
“Boycott grapes’ on the button 
she sports tells it all, as do the 
leaflets she has with her 
wherever she goes. ‘‘If someone 
asks about the button, I'll just 
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sumers,”’ she says. Her most 
recent project began in style 
this summer when the “‘grape"’ 
float won first prize in the 
Wakefield Fourth of July 
parade — the $500 went straight 
to the UFW. “specially during 
the summer, when it’s so 
convenient to pop grapes into 
children’s mouths, it is so im- 
portant to inform people about 
what they're eating,” she says. 

Just what are they eating? 
The most recent UFW cam- 
paign is to lend people the 14- 
minute video, “The Wrath of 
Grapes."” And so Freeman has 
been making phone calls to 
ministers, rabbis and local 
clubs. As a result of her work, 
thousands of tapes have been 
distributed in this area, the 
video has been shown on 
Wakefield CATV once or twice a 
week, and Joy took fliers to Girl 
Scout camp because she was 
worried about the friends she 
saw eating grapes there 

“The old boycott was to try to 
get minimum wages, 
bathrooms in the fields, clean 
drinking water for the 
workers,”” Freeman says. “This 
boycott is aimed at protecting 
not just the 300,000 farm 
workers and the residents of the 
cluster communities who have 
an unusually high rate of all 
kinds of cancer. The workers 
want the farmers to identify the 
fields that have been sprayed 
with pesticides. They refuse. 
Besides, the chemical residues 
on these grapes are probably 
not all that healthy for us."” 

Freeman guarantees that 
once you have seen the video, 
you will never eat another 
California table grape. 

As treasurer of the Wakefield 
Recycling Committee, she is 
available on site more often- 
than-not, to provide relief for 
Chairperson Kristen Henshaw 
when needed and to offer 
general backup support. “Since 
it’s a different group every 
month, there's bound to be a 
group I belong to,"’ she says. 

“I'm the one who names 
things. That's my job," she says 
of her work on the Chapter 766 
committee of the Eastern 
Middlesex Council for Children. 
And so, there are LAD, 
Wakefield's learning about 
disabilities program; and 
LEAP, learning educational 
advocacy for parents, which 
provides a three-part workshop 


Freeman “and committee” 
came up with the logo for LAD 
and the booklet “You are not 
alone” for LEAP parents. 
BEAMS (her acronym, of 
course), brighter English ‘and 
math skills, is a program in 
Lowell for which she has 


received a grant this year. She 
is supervising the application of 
that grant in the elementary 
school where she teaches, and 
running the new computer lab 
there. She also still coordinates 
special education in her 
building and in another nearby 
School, chairs meetings and 
does evaluations. 

“I wouldn’t be able to do any 
of these things without the 
Support of my family and my 
very special husband,” she 
says. “If he didn’t take turns 
doing carpools, child care and 
errands, I wouldn't be able to do 
half of what I do. Ina lot of these 
things, he's involved too — he 
just sends me out."” 

Although she may not often be 
in her house, she’s certainly at 
home in Wakefield. After time 
spent at U. Mass. Amherst, in 
the Peace Corps, and teaching 
in Pennsylvania, returning to 
her home town makes it all 
come together for Freeman, 
who grew up there. “Living in 
Wakefield makes it really easy 
to get involved in a lot of things. 
When I lived in Pennsylvania, I 
went to school, came home, and 
belonged to ‘a few national 
organizations,” she says. 

“There are a lot of oppor- 
tunities here to do volunteer 
things that are really 
stimulating and interesting,” 


she continues. “A lot of the 
people I work with are my 
friends so it's social as well 
Take recycling — even when 
I'm hauling papers, I'm usually 
with some of the best people in 
town, so it's fun. A lot of people 
overlap — that’s what makes 
Wakefield such a nice small 
town."" 

For more fun, she reads 
travels with the family, attends 
the monthly coffee houses at the 
U-U church, and does things 
with the kids. “I used to make 
things. I don’t anymore, but 
lately we've been trying to 
master computer games,"’ she 
Says. “‘If it’s not homework, it’s 
fun.

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CPAs offer advice after Black Monday 


It will be some time before the 
volatile stock market settles 
down and we know the full 
repercussions. Certified Public 
Accounts who specialize in 
personal financial planning 
view the market differently. 
Although some of their clients 
were hurt by the fall, CPAs 
assert that the key to good in- 
vestment advice is diver- 
sification. 

Using the current turmoil in 
the stock market as a learning 
tool, CPA financial planners 
note that the marketplace 
contains little logic. 

“Think of what you went 
through when you heard the 
market dropped 508 points,” 
states Clifford A. Garnett, CPA 
of The Commonwealth 
Financial Group in Boston. 
“Investing everything in the 
stock market is like racing a car 
without a driver. You have no 
control over your money. Is that 
an intelligent thing to do? "" 

A conservative investment 
strategy could serve the 
average investor well right 
now. Putting a large part of 
investment resources in cer-

Treasury notes in varying 
maturities up to five years 
could be a solution. This way the 
investor spreads the risk to 
compensate for rising and 
falling interest rates. 

If investors still want to stay 
in the stock market, one way to 
increase the chance of good 
performance with less risk is to 
Split stock portofolio among 
several money managers or 
brokers, 

“When we select money 
managers, we choose three with 
different styles,"’ exlains 
Garnett. ‘‘Some stocks with one 
manager will be up, another 
manager’s will be down, and the 
third might be in the middle. 
That way you can expect a 
reasonable return and lower the 
risk somewhat."" 

Garnett, co-chairman of the 
Financial and Estate Planning 
Committee of the Massa- 
chusetts Society of Certified 
Public Accountants, Inc., 
believes that many people don’t 
understand the level of risk they 
take, especially with margin 
calls. “If you haven't sold and 
you don't need the cash, wait 
Watch the market carefully for 


30 days in order to make a more 
reasonable decision.” 

CPA financial planners agree 
that conservative investments 
may be the best ones at this 
time. According to Garnett, “if 
people run in the middle of the 
pack, they’re in pretty good 
shape. The key is enough 
diversity in your investments. 
That way you can hedge the 
swings in the market and in- 
terest rates.”

Genies historically get a bad 
rap in the movies, Occasionally 
we get sexy vampires, smart 
werewolves and interesting 
ghosts. But the few times 
filmmakers or television 
producers have tried to capture 
the essence of the ancient 
Moslem jinn, we end up with 
curvy airheads (Barbara Eden) 
or benevolent fools such as Burl 
Ives in The Brass Bottle. 

Most flicks set in the ancient 
East boast at least one bare- 
chested genie sporting a trim 
beard. With the exception of 
Rex Ingram in 1940's academy 
award-winner The Thief of 
Bagdad, genies are an un- 
memorable lot bearing little 
resemblance to the mythical 
creature. And you can toss the 
genie in The Outing onto the 
cinematic rubbish heap made 
up of wasted movie monsters. 

It’s easy to understand that 
budget constraints caused the 
genie to look like a green Playdo 
blob stuck on a stick. But not 
having money for special ef- 
fects shouldn't make it okay for 
the plot to exist without rhyme 
or reason to it. And it doesn’t 
explain why the director didn’t 
hold the camera out of the line 
of the flamethrowers used in 
one “special effects” shot 
special being the key word here 

It may bother you for a 

minute or two that the genie 
doesn’t have any legs, but it’s a 
minute detail once you've 
grasped the stupidity of the 
storyline. The horror in Houston 
begins when an ancient brass 
lamp is brought to the curator of 
a museum of natural history 
Well, the curator has a teenaged 
daughter, Alex, who gets her 
hands on the lamp, figures out 
what it is and decides to polish 
it. Never mind that she just 
happened to learn about genies 
in a mythology class in school 
and knows they are supposed to 
be evil. You can buy anything in 
this movie once you accept 
Andra St. Ivanyi as Alex, 
because she looks almost as old 
as her character's father, 
causing some confusion when 
she first greets him in his office 
with a kiss on the cheek.

Sheli Lukin once could see 
beach behind her Chicago 
condo.

“We are 
no longer on the shoreline, we 
are the shoreline,” she says. 

Other residents along the 
Great Lakes are paying a heavy 
price for the delights of lakeside 
living. Beaches, back yards, 
roads, seawalls, and homes are 
disappearing. 

“Do you know what’s down in 
the lake?” asks Donna Asselin 
of St. Joseph, Mich. “The roof of 
my house, sinks, a stove, beds. 
I'd never go back on the lake. I 
don’t think people belong on the 
shoreline any more.’

almost 95,000 square miles,” 
writes Charles E. Cobb Jr. in 
the July National Geographic. 
“Together they hold some six 
quadrillion gallons of fresh 
water. This is one-fifth of all the 
surface fresh water on earth 
and 95 percent of all the surface 
fresh water in the United States. 
Pour that over the contiguous 
U.S. and we'd all be in water 10 
feet deep. 

“Today there are waves and 
surf more akin to oceans than 
lakes,"" Cobb writes, ‘On these 
huge expanses of water, even 
after a storm has passed, the 
waves continue to crash 
Erosion occurs everywhere.” 

Why are lake levels at their 
highest? For two decades, more 
rain than usual has fallen, and 
cooler temperatures have 
slowed evaporation. ‘You can’t 
predict climate; it’s like the 
stock market,” says Frank 
Quinn, head of the Lake 
Hydrology group of the Great 
Lakes Environmental Research 
Laboratory.

Man-made structures modify 
Take levels somewhat. For in- 
stance, the Long Lac and Ogoki 
diversions bring water from 
Canada’s James Bay watershed 
into Lake Superior, while the 
Chicago diversion removes 
water from Lake Michigan via 
the Illinois River 


A 1985 study by the’ In- 
ternational Joint Commission - 
a U.S-Canadian body created 
by a 1909 treaty — concluded 
that changes in existing 
diversions would lower the 
upper Great Lakes less than a 
foot. Erie would drop nearly 
half a foot 


Last November, a 
preliminary report by the 
commission said that high 
water levels pose a threat of a 
“possible emergency.” The 
report called for improving 
warning programs and greater 
coordination of flood-control 
efforts. 


But some along the Great 
Lakes say they find little 
comfort in reading commission 
reports while waiting for the 
next storm to strike. Two years 
ago, homeowners, convinced 
that more could be done and 
rejecting blame for building 
near shore, organized a 
coalition to persuade officials to 
pull the plugs that let water out 


and turn off the faucets that let 


it in. 

Coalition co-founder Cliff 
Sasfy wants officials to turn off 
the Long Lac and Ogoki 
diversions, which pour an 
average of 5,600 cubic feet of 
water a second into Superior. 
He also wants outflow through 
the Chicago diversion in 
creased 

But there are other political 
considerations besides those of 
homeowners. Because the Long 
Lac and Ogoki diversions 
produce cheap hydroelectric 
power, few Canadians want 
them closed. Meanwhile, far- 
mers in downstate Illinois, 
fearing floods, want no in- 
creased flow through the 
Chicago diversion 

“What we need is a total 
management program for the 
Great Lakes,” says Sasfy, 
whose LaSalle, Mich., home is 
scarred with watermarks that 
appear after every flood 


EXPERTS QUESTION 


CONTROLLABILITY 
‘Total management of the lakes 
would require massive 
engineering: new locks, 
channels, and dredging. In 
addition ‘to the project's huge 
cost, its environmental impact 
could be grave. Quinn's con- 
clusion: “The ability of man to 
control lake levels is slim." 

Curtis Larsen of the U.S 
Geological Survey also suggests 
that the Great Lakes may have 
the final word. He has

challenged the long-held view 
that lake levels rise and fall 
within a two-foot range above 
and below historic averages 
Larsen says that for a century 
the lakes have been at a long- 
term low and ate returning to 
more normal levels, possibly 
five feet higher. “The trend is 


upward," he adds. *‘I'm talking 
of centuries.” 

“If Larsen is correct," Cobb 
writes, ‘the worst may still lie 
ahead. Parts of downtown 
Chicago could be engulfed by 
Lake Michigan. Sections of 
other cities would have to be 
abandoned."

An ice cream cone, a hot cup 
of coffee, a piece of birthday 
cake with butter cream frosting 
can all mean pain to the 
millions of Americans with 
sensitive teeth — teeth that hurt 
when exposed to heat or cold or 
sweet, salty or sour foods. 

The following are facts from 
the American Association of 
Endodontists on this common 
dental problem. 

1, Chewing on ice cubes and 
other hard objects can lead to 
sensitive teeth by causing 
crazing — tiny cracks in the 
dentin of the tooth that expose 
the nerves. 

2. Incorrect brushing may 
cause teeth to become sensitive 
by wearing away the gum near 
the roots. Teeth should always 
be brushed with an up and 
down, instead of back and forth, 
motion. 


3. There are several tooth- 
pastes on the market made 
especially for sensitive teeth 
that may bring relief.

N recent years “Why can't Johnny read?” has 
turned into “Why can't Johnny read as well as 
Hiro?” as American and Japanese children have 
been put under the educational-survey microscope. 

Now, however, a new player has entered the field; 
for the first time children from main- 
land China have been included in 
comparative research, and from pre- 
liminary results the question now is 
“Why can’t Johnny and Hiro read as 
well as Xiao Hong?” 

Actually, the first comparative 
studies are in both mathematics and 
reading, and although all the results 
are in, they have yet to be tabulated 
and analyzed. Only the group math- 
ematics test has been completed; 
waiting to be sorted out, charted, 
and studied are results of reading 
tests, interviews with teachers, par- 
ents, and children, and observation 
of class activities. 

The mathematics test may be a 
harbinger, however. The  interna- 
tional researchers gathered recently 
in Peking to hear reports, compare 
notes, and arm themselves with 
masses of material for further study 
on home ground ~ the University of 
Michigan in the States and the Insti- 
tute of Psychology, Academy of Sci- 
ences, in China. Fang Ge's report on 
the mathematical achievement of 
children from China pan, and the 
United States was the main topic of 
discussion. 

The study took in children in four cities — Chicago, | 
Sendai (Japan), Taipei, and Peking — similar in size, | 
geographical location, economic situation, and educa- 
tional background.

Great leap puts Chine 


for Peking and Chicago, since in Grade 3 children in 
mainland China take a great leap forward in more 
independent study. Although class sizes are larger in 
Peking, the total number of children tested in each 
grade for each city was about 800. 

The group mathematics test was constructed with a 
view to cross-cultural fairness and was based on de- 
tailed analyses of the contents of the most widely used 
elementary math textbooks in each 
country. Native speakers of each 
language listed the concepts and 
skills presented in each book, con- 
sulting frequently to ensure agree- 
ment as to interpretation. They ar- 
rived at a master list that served as a | 
method of comparison of content 
and order of presentation of skills 
and concepts in the four cities, as 
well as the basis for constructing fair 
math tests. 

Differences were found in all | 
three grades tested (see box). Peking 
children performed better than chil- 
dren in the other cities on riost items | 
but fell behind children in Sendai | 
and Taipei in a few items. The Chi- 
cago children's scores were consis- 
tently lower than any of the Asian 
children’s. 

Why? 

One reason may be the much 
greater attention paid to fractions, | 
ratio and proportion, and decimals in 
Asian textbooks than in American 
textbooks. Coverage of other areas - 
general concepts, addition, multipli- | 
cation, and division - is about the | 
same, yet the American children still 
got the lowest scores 

Something beyond textbook content was involved. 
The researchers looked at starting times for teaching 
each subject and found that most topics were intro- 
duced earlier in Peking than in the other cities. One 
exception was fractions, with about half the material

taught rather late in Peking. This was also one area in 
which Peking children fell behind their Asian counter- 
parts. Thus, teaching time would seem to be an impor- 
tant factor affecting children's achievement. Another 
factor was concentration. Chinese and Japanese chil- 
dren spend more time in academic learning than Ameri- 
can students do in order to pass highly competitive 
national examinations. 

The researchers do not seem to consider age a factor 
(or class size). Other factors include family situation, 
teaching style, pupils’ attitudes, and classroom organi: 
zation. These are in the process of being analyzed, but 
earlier studies in the US, Japan, and Taiwan have 
turned up some interesting comparisons. 

For example, it was found that American children 
spent half their classroom time without a leader; Ameri- 
can teachers gave out less information than the Asian 
teachers; American children were more likely to be up 
to inappropriate activity than the Asian children - all 
indicating the importance of classroom activities on 
children's performance. 

Researchers also found that American students 
spent more than twi 
arts as mathematics, and they paid attention to their 
teacher or did the assigned task less than half the time 
they were being observed, whereas the proportion was 
well over half in the Asian countries — indicating a 


| difference in educational practices 


In_ interviewing children's mothers, researchers 
found earlier that American mothers consistently rated 
their children’s performance in school higher than did 
Japanese or Chinese mothers, although American chil- 
dren got lower scores ~ indicating a cultural difference 
as to the importance of education. 

When all the results of the most recent study are 
analyzed, including lengthy questionnaires for parents 
that ranged from the “on a scale of | to 5" type of 
question to ones requiring more thoughtful, evaluative 


answers, they should provide a fascinating comparison | 
| of cultures and aims. Meanwhile, Peking children, in a 


developing country, may be showing their counterparts 
in developed countries that school achievement is more 
a matter of attitude than money.

should be checked 


Mobile home residents and 
homeowners using electric heat 
tapes to protect exposed water 
and drain pipes from freezing 
over the winter are being 
cautioned by government safety 
experts to check tapes for fire 
hazards. 

The U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission estimates 
that 3,500 home fires involving 
heat tapes occurred in 1985 
These fires resulted in an 
estimated 30 deaths, 150 in. 
juries, and $27.4 million in 
property losses 

Heat tapes are commonly 
used in crawl spaces and in the 
substructure of mobile homes, 
beach houses, mountain cabins 
and other dwellings where 
exposed water and drain pipes 
freeze during the winter Some 
heat tapes are plugged in year 
round and are activated by a 
thermostat when the outdoor 


temperature approaches 
| freezing. 
According to CPSC, tapes 


should be checked now for bare 
wires or cracks in the plastic 
insulation. Defective tapes 
should be replaced

Free eye care 
for elderly 


People over 65 often find their 
vision becomes blurred, they 
see flashes of light, or they 
become sensitive to glare. 
‘These changes in vision may be 
symptoms of developing eye 
disease and should be checked 
by an ophthalmologist. 

Unfortunately, many senior 
citizens do not know physicians 
near their homes or feel they 
cannot afford professional care 

This year ophthalmologists on 
the Winchester Hospital 
Medical staff have been 
working with the National Eye 
Care Project (NECP). This 
program provides free eye care 
to seniors who are United States 
citizens and do not have an 
ophthalmologist 

Interested seniors should call 
the NECP Helpline at 1-800-222. 
EYES. 

If they are eligible for the 
program, the operator there 
will match them with a 
physician in this area who has 
volunteered his or her services 
as part of the program. The 
caller will receive a letter with 
the name, address and phone 
number of the physician and 
further details about the 
program 

Any caller who is not eligible 
for the program is offered in. 
formation about contacting 
other ophthalmologists for 


second opinions and can receive 
a brochure about eye diseases 
and aging. 

Once a person contacts a 
participating physician he/she 
receives a complete eye 
examination to determine what 
care may be necessary to 
protect vision. Care is then 
made available for whatever is 
required 

There is usually no cost for 
services by the volunteer 
ophthalmologist, who has 
agreed to bill Medicare or the 
patient's other insurance and 
accept this as full payment for 
services. 

Seniors without insurance or 
means to pay receive care at no 
cost. The patient may be asked 
to pay for costs of eyegla 
medications, hospital services, 
or associated services of other 
physicians 

Winchester 
physicians have already 
received calls from local 
citizens and have delivered care 
ranging from examinations to 
hospital surgical procedures.
